more natural channel, sweeps down 
with a fury that cannot be stemmed. 
Everything that comes in Its path Is 
torn and wrecked by the mighty irre- 
sistible force and even though it were 
possible to give a genera! 
warning, 


there is no way to save those who may 
happen to he in the path o£ the torrent. 


With the knowledge of these awful 


conditions it would seem that even the 
remotest possibility of a break would 
at once receive the most thorough at- 
tention.
